Editorial Observation 
Rights Divided 
By Thin Line

Oliver Benefit 
Rescheduled 


W here do the rights of one person stop and w here do 
the rights of another begin? 
T here is a thin line that defies understanding, and all 
the legislation which has gone through our courts 
seem s not to have solved the problem . Chances are, 
people being what they are and 'now they are, the 
problem will never be resolved, because the first rule 
I 
of survival seem s to be, “ m e first. 
F or instance, the recent truck strike—which w as 
instigated by drivers who felt, and perhaps rightfully 
so that their right to purchase fuel a t lower rates and to 
drive at a speed they considered equitable to m ak e a 
living-has infringed on the rights of those truckers, 
who because of family obligations or other reasons, 
chose to keep driving. It c reated violence, ill will, 
accidents and death. 
Who would ever have lielieved that truck drivers in 
the United States would have to m ove in convoy, 
surrounded by security, to get their cargo through. 
Those a re things that happen in other countries, or is 


f it? 
Do the rights that we, as individuals have, give us the 
right to force others to share our beliefs? Does it give 
us the right to drive on someone else s property and 
say, “ You will not open today, because I say so.’ 
The inalienable rights of all m en a re the choice of 
work, w hat church he will worship in, and indeed the 
right to live however he wishes--as long as the exercise 
of his rights does not violate the rights of others. 
Frequently a m ajo r occurance brings all these things 
hurtfully to the surface. Today, even the rig h te d those 
striving to m ake a living in their places of business are 
dreadfully and often fatally violated, as is the privacy 
of hom es by illegal forceful entry. 
More often, it’s the little everyd ay things, the ones 
we barely notice, that strike out a t others without 
regard for their feelings, and most of us, if not all of us, 
are guilty of that fault. 
Since the beginning of time, m inority groups have 
been forced to fight for their rightful heritage. It is only 
when that fight infringes on the rights of others that it 
becom es not a right but an indisputable infraction of 
the rules by which civilized m an m u st adher, in order 
I 
to survive. 
E ach m an has the right to live, and to do his own 
I 
thing, but often our greed overcom es our sense of fair 
I 
play. When that happens, we becom e less than men. we 
I 
are pawns in a w’hirl of events that does not listen to the 


I 
cause of others. 
As long as there has been deceit, fighting and 
I 
struggling, there have also been those who have 
dream ed of a perfect civilization, one w here all men 


l i v e side by side in peace, prosperity and goodwill. 
Working together and trying to understand m ay 
bring us a m easu re of the perfect life, but none of it will 
happpen until we learn that we connot live in com tem pt 
of others who have their rights, too.

DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the people who do 
upholstering and charge so much for labor and for far more 
material than can possibly be used. We order what they ask 
for but let us ask for the scraps and try to get them. I wonder 
if any other readers feel the same way? — BONNIE 
DEAR POLLY — I have a suggestion for Mrs. N. G. who 
hates to remove the drawer under her refrigerator freezer 
three or four times while she is defrosting. I have one of that 
kind but I lay a small absorbent turkish towel in the draw er 
while defrosting and do not have splashy water or have to 
remove the draw er to empty it. I just pull the draw er out 
slightly, drop the soaked towel in a pan, wring it out and 
replace for more soaking up of water and continue until 
defrosting is completed. I also place a small rug in front of 
the refrigerator for drips and find I have eliminated a lot of 
frustration on defrosting day. Use a towel that is not too thick 
or large for easy handling. — KATHERINE. 
DEAR POLLY — Money is always most acceptable when 
in doubt as to a gift for either a girl or a boy. I take 20 nickles 
or dimes, lay them in an even long row on a table and run a 
length of plastic tape down over each coin. Flip the strip 
over and repeat on the other side. Secure a metal ring or 
loop of cord in one end and any kid is thrilled. — NELLIE. 
DEAR POLLY — During these days of recycling items I 
have found a good use for the plastic tops of shortening and 
coffee cans. I cut them to fit inside a pint square plastic 
freezer container. I press hamburgers between them and 
when needed remove from freezer, let stand on the sink for a 
few minutes and the hamburgers separate easily. Each con­ 
tainer holds four patties or a total of one pound of ham ­ 
burger. These dividers work much better than waxed paper 
and they can be rewashed and used over and over. When in a 
hurry for hamburger I just thaw four of these patties for chili 
or other recipes.

Chalk up another 
crime against nature

The controversy over the trans-Alaska oil pipeline nevei 
lacked for headlines. A similar battle of even longer d ura­ 
tion over a U.S. Corps of Engineers plan to build a dam in 
M issouri’s M eram ec River basic has gone reatively 
unreported around the country.

On the drawing board since the late 1930s and Im am 
authorized in 1966. the $93-million dam would be situated 
about 75 miles southwest of St. Louis. 
A I 000-page environmental impact study prepared by the 
Corps holds that the benefits of the dam would include not 
onlv water recreation and economic opportunity tor the 
area, hut a water supply to meet the future needs of 
metropolitan St. Louis and supplemental stream How during 
dry spells.

Ecologists and conservationists claim that the dam would 
flood some 50 miles of free-flowing stream s and 12.600 acres 
of largely wild woodland inhabited by already endangered 
species of animals, as well as submerge about IOO caves. The 
Meramec Valley has the highest known cave density of any 
river system in the world. 
One of them is Onondaga Cave, whose owner, Lester ii. 
Dill calls the proposed project “ a crime against Mother 
Nature” woise than anything ever perpetrated by the fesse 
Jam es gang, which reportedly used to hide out in the area. 
The St. Louis Coalition for the Environment and other 
groups challenge the recreational value of the lake that 
would be created by the dam. and also question whether the 
federal government should spend money to foster motor 
boating in view of the energy crisis. The Ozark Chapter of the 
ever-alert Sierra Club has filed suit in U S District Court to 
block the project,

The Corps o f E ngineers has locked horns not only with tnt 
environm entalists hut with the U.S. D epartm ent of the In­ 
terior as well which also is against the project, claim in g that 
the governm ent could purchase the entire flood plain 
d ow nstream from the dam for half what the dam would cost. 
Few Americans will ever set foot in Alaska s wilderness, 
and the ecological disturbance caused by the pipeline will be 
minimal and will be vastly offset by its economic benetits. 
Many thousands of Americans visit the scenic Meramec 
Valley every years, yet somehow the fight for its preserva­ 
tion has captured little national attention.

when 
professional help is em­ 
ployed. And the error factor 
drops to a fraction of one 
percent 
when 
that 
professionally 
prepared 
return is completed with the 
help of a computer. 
“ If the taxpayer decides to 


go to a tax service, his next 
problem is: Which one: As a 
consumer, he's most likely 
very particular about get­ 
ting the most for his money 
when he has his car or his TV 
set repaired. He ought to be 
equally particular when he 
has his tax form completed. 
“ After all,” Kahn points 
out, “ there could be great 
savings at stake.” Kahn's 
firm, GFC Corp., operates 
computerized tax advisory 
services in its offices in 21 
states. It is a subsidiary of 
CNA Financial Corp. There 
are a number of clues to a 
tax service’s reliability, 
according to Kahn. 
“ One 
simple test is: Will they sign 
the 
return, 
listing 
them­ 
selves as the preparer? And 
will they pay any penalty or 
any interest charges caused 
by their error? That doesn't 
mean, of course, that they’re 
obligated to pay any ad­ 
ditional taxes owed or that 
they should be stuck with the 
bill if the mistake was due to 
faulty information supplied 
by the taxpayer.” 
Another test, says Kahn, is 
to determine if the service 
has a permanent office. 
“ Will they be there, after tax 
season, 
to 
answer 
any 
questions that you-or the 
Internal Revenue Service- 
might have? Do they per­ 
form 
financially related 
services the year round? The 
fly-by-nights just might not 
be easy to find if a problem 
arises.” 
Kahn 
also 
lists 
these 
guidelines: 
-Will they prepare state 


and city returns as well as 
federal? “ Some aren't set up 
to do this So you’d have to do 
these yourself-and they 
might be trickier than the 
federal form.” 
-Will they handle out-of- 
the-ordinary deductions or 
adjustments, such as those 
for moving, sick pay, non­ 
highway 
gasoline 
tax 
refunds, etc.? “ This is where 
real savings are possible, so 
be cautious if the tax service 
seems inclined to gloss over 
these items just to get your 
return over and done with.” 
-How well trained are the 
individual consultants? 
“ Most of the well known 
companies in this field give 
their personnel many hours 
of instruction and testing. 
Find out how much your 
particular consultant has 
had. 
Does 
he 
have 
a 
background in the financial 
area? Does he work full­ 
time—or has he ever-in this 
field? Don’tbeafraid toask- 
and to go elsewhere if the 
answers don't satisfy you.” 
-Does the service have a 
policy 
and 
procedures 
manual or an extensive 
guidebook or checklist to 
follow in order to save you 
every possible dollar? 
Fin ally, Kahn advises, 
“ don’t be overly swayed by 
the promise of a finished tax 
return for only a few dollars. 
If your return is relatively 
simple, certainly the 
fee 
should be reasonable. The 
average is about $14. But 
you’re paying for a valuable 
service, so consider quality 
as well as price.”

Shaw has returned to the 
Southwest Metroplex for the 
first time since opening the 
Commission’s Tokyo office 
in April, 1972.

Worth 
m e t r o p o l i t a n 
a r e a 
worldwide. 
He believes that because 
of the energy situation more 
Japanese companies are 
likeh 
to establish 
U. S. 
operations. 
“ One 
top 
Japanese 
businessman told recently 
that 
Japanese 
labor 
is 
costing about 80 percent of 
what 
labor 
costs 
in 
the 
U.S.,” Shaw said. “ So, it’s 
becoming more economical 
to move here, manufacture 
and distribute the products 
here.” 


The goal of Shaw’s office 
in Japan is to develop closer 
business 
ties 
with 
the 
Metroplex 
businessman. 
Shaw has lent his expertise 
to the trade missions to 
Jap an sponsored by the 
Dallas 
and 
Fort 
Worth 
chambers of commerce, and 
he 
assisted 
local 
businessmen in their visits to 
Japan. 
In 
addition, 
he 
estimates that he has helped 
arrange visits for some 500 
Japanese to the Metroplex. 
“ There are a number of 
Japanese companies that 
are 
new 
arrivals 
in 
the 
Dallas-Fort Worth area; and 
there are a number of recent 
trade links between firms 
in this area and Japanese 
companies.” 
Shaw estimates that about 
$1 billion in exports to and 
imports from Japan pass 
through the ports of Houston 
and Galveston annually. He 
added that during 1973 ex­ 
ports to Japan increased 63 
percent over the previous 
year, reducing the U. S. 
trade deficit to that country 
from $4 billion to $1.5 billion. 
Much of this 1973 export 
business was aided through 
the devaluation of the dollar 
and the appreciation of 
the yen, which made trade 
more favorable to the U.S. 
Also, during the year, Japan 
lowered import barriers and 
import duties, so the climate 
today is better for exports. 
Investments by Americans 
are also now easier. 
“ In 
recent 
years 
the 
Japanese have become more 
W esternized,” Shaw ex­ 
plained. “ The kimono is now 
a rare sight in Tokyo. The 


younger 
generation 
has 
moved away from 
many 
traditions. 
“ My office is receiving 


inquiries about everything 
from pecans and onions to 
hair lotion, toys and a mobile 
car crusher.”
